10 Years of Lavender Hills 

A Mother & Daughter’s farm family business experience

In April of 2005, Lav¬ 
ender Hills of Kentucky 
began to take shape. De¬ 
nise Scaringi, daughter of 
Charles and Judy Brothers, 
had the idea of adding a new 
crop to the family farming 
repretoire, lavender. They 
began with 400 lavender 
plugs they received. With 
the help of kids and grand- 
kids, the plugs were re-pot¬ 
ted into 2” peat pots and 
placed in a greenhouse to 
continue growing until they 
could be planted in June. 

When planting time 
came, Denise, her sister, 
niece, mother and father, 
got down on their hands 
and knees and began the 
hard work of hand plant¬ 
ing all 400 plants. Luckily, 
they were able to complete 
the whole field in one day, 
which was a great improve¬ 
ment over the other crops 
of tobacco and hay. Since it 
had been probably 20 years 
since Denise and her sister 
had worked in the field, 
they gave their father great 
pleasure watching them 
again sweating, laughing 
and complaining. 

In March of 2006, the 
lavender leaves started to 
soften, by April, it was 
showing growth, and by 
late May and early June, 
the stems began to set 
to bloom. Once the field 
turned into a purple haze, 
Denise, her parents, daugh¬ 
ters and husband set to 
harvesting the lavender in 
the bud stage. They used a 
6” sickle and bundled the 
lavender in the field with 
a rubber band. After cut¬ 
ting, the lavender was then 
taken to an old garage for 


drying. Denise’s daughters 
would load a wheelbarrow 
and take them to the garage 
where they then helped their 
Papaw hang them to dry. In 
total, 750 bundles were dried 
that first year and the pro¬ 
cess still continues almost 10 
years later. 

After their first harvest, 
they made the decision to 
open the farm up to visitors. 
In February of 2006, Judy, 
being an optimist according 
to Denise, purchased a small 
building and had it delivered 
to use as a gift shop, before 
they were even sure their lav¬ 
ender had survived through 
the first year. But from this 
optimism, a flourishing busi¬ 
ness has grown. 

After their first harvest 
they began making products 
from their lavender. They 
started with the dried bun¬ 
dles, lavender wands, and a 
variety of sachet-type items. 
Their business has grown to 
include crafts, culinary and 


other products, as well as 
recipes and a home-based 
processor to share foods 
with their visitors. With the 
renovation of a back room 
in the farmhouse, and the 
addition of a bathroom, 
a certified kitchen, and a 
serving area, they can now 
ship their food products 
everywhere. 

So this Mother’s Day, 
we congratulate Denise, 
Judy, and their whole fam¬ 
ily on their success over 
the last 10 years and look 
forward to the years ahead 
and what they can do for 
Bracken County and how 
they can inspire more 
mother and daughter busi¬ 
ness teams.

On Wednesday, April 
1 st , members of the com¬ 
munity gathered to host a 
Tmth and Consequences 
program at the Bracken 
County Judicial Center. 
Eighth graders from Au¬ 
gusta Independent, Brack¬ 
en County middle School 
and St. Augustine Catho¬ 
lic School were invited 
to participate and encour¬ 
aged to bring their parents 
with them. Each partici¬ 
pating student was given 
one of 59 scenarios depict¬ 
ing dmg, fights, effects of 
smoking on the body and 
traffic violations. 

Some of the scenarios 
were based on the tmths, 
such as what smoking 
does to the body, others 
centered around the conse¬ 
quences of actions such as 
drinking or taking illegal 
dmgs and getting behind 
the wheel of a car. In each 
scenario, participants also 
spoke to different mem¬ 
bers of the community 
such as a principal, school 
board, judge, law enforce¬ 
ment, court designated 
worker, coroner, and fu¬ 
neral director, and learned 
the many different results 


of their actions. Some dealt 
only with how their actions 
effect their school life, oth¬ 
ers the legal process of go¬ 
ing to court and quite possi¬ 
bly jail, while others learned 
the steps taken after some¬ 
one close to them is killed 
in an accident, from identi¬ 
fication by the coroner to the 
planning of a funeral. Each 
scenario was put together to 
make the participants think 
before they act, and to start 


conversations on the difficult 
topics facing our teenagers 
today with their friends and 
parents. 

The students were also 
shown around the different 
court rooms and prisoner 
holding cells at the Judicial 
Center. They also were giv¬ 
en the opportunity to wear 
“drunk goggles” that de¬ 
picted the different stages of 
intoxication and how judge¬ 
ment is actually impaired 


compared to the intoxicat¬ 
ed persons perception of 
their impairment. Several 
were quite surprised by 
the differences. 

The program was 
sponsored by the Augusta 
Independent, Bracken 
County and St. Augustine 
Schools, the Augusta and 
Bracken County FRYSC 
Offices and the Bracken 
County Extension Office.

December 18, 1920 Gov¬ 
ernment steamer Margaret 
turned over two miles west 
of Augusta in the Ohio River 
on the Augusta side. Eleven 
people lost their lives. Captain 
Hart, his daughter and son-in- 
law, Wellen Hiles, Tom Sellers 
and Dewey Smith of Augusta 
were among those lost. Mrs. 
Pittman and two daughters, 
aged nine and eleven years old 
were also lost. Mrs. Pittman 
was the wife of Major Pittman 
in charge of the Government 
dam being built at Chilo, Ohio. 
A former resident of Augusta, 
Mr. King, engineer, lost his 
life as did a young man from 
the south, employed as a deck 
hand on the ship. 

December 22, 1920 G. T. 
Reynolds and wife celebrated 
their golden anniversary. 

January 21, Dr. W. I. 
Berry died at his home here. 
Sleeping sickness contracted 
during the World War was 
given as the cause of Death. 

1921 - two of the heavi¬ 
est fire losses in the history of 
Augusta: The Marks and Son 
Shoe Company, and the Heiz- 
er tobacco warehouse. 

1922- 1932-Addition to 
the Public School, Light Plant 
sold, Russell Hall destroyed 
by fire, Nazarene Church built, 


Gymnasium, Farmer’s State 
Bank and new city building 
erected. 

1923 - Four rooms were 
added to the public school. 

In February 1923, the City 
Council sold the Municipally 
owned plant to Barrett Waters, 
representing the Kentucky 
Power Company, a twenty- 
year franchise was granted. 

1924 - Charles Weber 
died. 

1924 - Charles M. Word 
connected himself with the 
Chronicle. He is a song writer 
and musician. He was married 
in 1927 and went to the South¬ 
land to be with his bride. 

February 3, 1924 - For¬ 
mer President Woodrow Wil¬ 
son died. 

August 24, Joe Teel died. 

October 1924, Isaac Fra- 
sure died. He was in his 99 th 
year. 

1925 - Oscar Veach 
dropped dead on the street. 

1925 -RussellHall (Skat¬ 
ing rink) destroyed by fire. 

1925 - Nazarene Church 
erected. 

November 15, 1925 - 
Hugh Foley, C&O agent here 
died suddenly. 

1926 - Work on the Au¬ 
gusta water works began. 
A bond issue of $30,000.00 
was voted to build the same. 
The total cost was estimated 
around $48,000.00.

May is Mental Illness 
Awareness Month. Mental ill¬ 
ness is tough. Mental illness 
is a real illness. Mental illness 
is a medical condition. Much 
like diabetes, cancer, heart 
problems and other serious 
illnesses, it can be treated, 
not always cured, but often 
controllable. 

Stigma is often a major 
factor in preventing treatment. 
Stigma often prevents those 
who need help from asking 
for it or getting it. There are 
many forms of mental illness 
and these illnesses can affect 
one of every four of us. 

So, how do we help? We 
need knowledge, compassion 
and understanding. Take ad¬ 
vantage of opportunities to 
learn about mental disorders. 
What we think someone needs 
and what they actually need 
can be two different things. 
As in other areas, what works 
for one person doesn’t always 
work for another. 

Seven years ago, a 
NAMI affiliate (National Al¬ 
liance on Mental Illness) was 
established in the Buffalo 
Trace area. This area includes 
Mason, Robertson, Lewis, 
Bracken and Lleming coun¬ 
ties. The group meets the sec¬ 
ond Tuesday of each month 
at the Mason County Public 
Library at 6:00 p.m. These 
meetings are for those who 
suffer a mental illness, those 
who want to help or those 
who want to learn more about 
mental illness. Everyone is 


welcome to attend. NAMI is 
a strict anonymity rule...what 
you see and what you hear at 
the meeting is private and not 
to be discussed elsewhere. If 
you would like more infor¬ 
mation about mental illness, 
log in to NAMI: www.nami. 
org.

How can we make folks 
understand that NO TIRES 
in the roll-offs means that 
there should not be any tires 
put into them? Last week on 
Thursday morning the County 
Road Department removed 
33 tires from the dumpster 
located in Powersville and 
they repeated the ritual on 
Friday morning removing 
29 tires! Ms. Donna Rath, 
Administrative Secretary 
for the Bracken County Soil 
Conservation District, takes 
the time and effort to write 
the grant application that 
supplies the money for the 
county to obtain dumpsters 
for citizen usage. For those 
of you who have never 
applied for a grant from the 
federal or state government, 
it is a process that requires a 
list of instructions, research 
for data, explanations to 
seemingly non-related 

questions, signatures and 
approvals from immediate 
supervisors and then on to 
its destination where the 
application may or may not 
be approved! 

Once approved, Ms. 
Rath gives us the okay to call 
the Mason County Landfill to 
establish times and locations 
for the dumpsters and guess 
what? Bracken County is not 
their only customer! Mason 
County Landfill is a small 
operation but it maintains 
a fleet of approximately 71 
roll-offs of20,30 and 40-yard 
containers with two trucks 
and two drivers handling all 
the deliveries and pickups. 
These roll-offs can be seen 
as far away as Vanceburg, 
in Lewis County, Ripley and 
West Union in Adams and 
Brown Counties Ohio, and 
Mason, Fleming, Bracken, 
Nicholas and Robertson 
Counties locally. Plus, the 
two trucks and drivers are 
responsible for hauling four 
Mason County recycling 
trailers when they need to

be emptied! Anyone who 
owns a vehicle knows that 
on occasion, that vehicle will 
need maintenance work or 
repair.

Pasture to Plate Program 


As the amount of con¬ 
sumers wanting to know 
where their food comes from 
increases and the number of 
cattle in Kentucky sold to 
the local consumer grows, 
the University of Kentucky’s 
Pasture to Plate program 
proves vital to the success 
of producers, consumers and 
industry related profession¬ 
als across the state. 

There are approximately 
40 U.S. Department of Ag¬ 
riculture (USDA) inspected 
facilities operating in Ken¬ 
tucky, which allow producers 
to market their cattle directly 
to the consumer. With an in¬ 
creasing number of produc¬ 
ers retaining ownership of 
their cattle through the fin¬ 
ishing phase, the University 
of Kentucky (UK) College 
of Agriculture, Food and En¬ 
vironment, Kentucky Beef 
Network (KBN), Kentucky 
Beef Council, Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Agriculture and 
the UK Forage Animal Pro¬ 
duction Research Unit has 
set out to educate individu¬ 
als with the Pasture to Plate 
program. 

“Kentucky farmers in¬ 
terested in retaining owner¬ 
ship of their cattle through 
the harvesting process will 
be able to learn more about 
nutrition management, con¬ 
sumer interests, and carcass 
performance, “ said Darrh 
Bullock University of Ken¬ 
tucky extension professor of 
beef cattle genetics. 

The program will con¬ 
sist of a combination of ten 
steers and heifers, purchased 
yearly at approximately 700- 
800 pounds. The cattle will 
include a variety of feeder 
calves, including dairy-type 
calves. The calves will be 
fed a concentrate ration un¬ 
til finished at 1200-1500 
pounds. All cattle will be 
harvested at approximately 
the same time, carcasses will 
be graded and processed in 
a typical manner; two ex¬ 
ample carcasses (one heavy 
and one light conditioned) 
will be completely deboned 
and separated into muscle, 
fat and bone. A sample steak 
suitable for taste panel evalu¬ 
ations will be collected from 


each carcass. Participants in 
this program will have the 
opportunity to sample the 
eating quality of the steaks 
obtained from the calves in 
the program. The project 
will be replicated at three 
locations across the state 
including the Eden Shale 
Farm, UK Research and Ed¬ 
ucation Center at Princeton, 
and Morgan County Exten¬ 
sion Farm. 

“The overall goal of 
this program is for cattle¬ 
men to learn and experience 
all phases of the cattle in¬ 
dustry post-weaning. Most 
Kentucky calves are sold at 
weaning, this program will 
allow producers to experi¬ 
ence what happens from 
weaning through consump¬ 
tion,” said Bullock. 

The project facilitates a 
vast array of educational op¬ 
portunities that will be avail¬ 
able in person as they hap¬ 
pen, as well as recordings 
that will be made available 
to individuals who cannot at¬ 
tend the live program. There 
will be five educational 
components of the program 
including receiving, finish¬ 
ing, carcass/consumer/retail, 
live evaluation, nutrient and 
health management. The 
Pasture to Plate program 
will benefit Kentucky’s 
farmers, youth and consum¬ 
ers as part of an educational 
journey encompassing the 
beef industry. The variety 
of educational programs and 
promotion will help take 
Kentucky’s beef industry to 
the next level.
